The Tribune says “it is the condera I 
nation of abuse that it compels a limita- 
tion of power,’ a saying which implies 
that in government the supreme good is 
unlimited power, as indeed the Tribune 
forthwith asserts explictly, declaring that 
"an absolute despotism would be the best ’ 
possible form of government, if we could 
have an omniscient angel for a despot." 
This declaration is worthy of its source. 

A journal that actually upholds imperfect j 
despotism in preference to imperfect self- 
government may fitly declare for perfect 
despotism in preference to perfect self- I 
government. The theory of the Tribune j 
is generalized from the Tribune’s prac- 
tice. 

For our own part, we hold that “an ab- | 
solute despotism with “an omniscient 
angel for a despot" would be in the long 
run a worse form of government not 
merely than self-government with omnis- 
cient angels for representatives but than 
I an absolute despotism with an ignorant 
mortal for a despot; because, while the 
despotism of the mortal necessarily leaves 
! the people in some respects to govern | 
I themselves, the despotism of the angel 
would do every thing for them. Under 
the mortal despotism, they are iraper- 
| fectly developed: under the angelic one, 

I they would be stinted and withered. The 
farmer is a rude and defective educator, 
but the latter would educate not at all, 
leaving every power to slumber in its 
source. The despotism of "an omniscient 
angel” would be the grave of human de- 
velopment. It may be said indeed that 
the despot, being omniscient, would know 
what was best for man, and, being angelic, 
would do it; but, if he should, he would 
simply remit man to the stimulating exi- 
gencies of self government In making 
the beat use of his omniscience, he would 
ceasa to be a despot. 

No; despotism in itself is bad for man, 
and the more perfect it is the worse it is.

Attorney-General Btanbery — This is an 
original case, and I believe the practice is 
to obtaifi leave of the Court to file the 
bill. It is a bill, in my judgment, so far 
as one of the parties is concerned, against 
the United States, and I wish to appear 
at the first moment such an application is 
presented and object to the Court enter- 
taining jurisdiction of it, even in limine. 

I have suggested to my learned friend, 
Judge Sharkey, that, perhaps, if he would 
make a motion for leave to file the bill, it 
would in the most regular way allow me 
to make the objection I have against the 
Court entertaining this bill for a moment 
as far as the United States is concerned. 

Mr. Sharkey — That is all the motion I 
make if the objection is persfsted in. The 
question which the gentleman presents is 
one that will come upas a mutter of course. 
We expect to discuss it, and are prepared 
to discuss it, now or at any time the court 
may assign for ft. I have already re- 
marked that it is a bill intended fo pre- 
vent irreparable mischief, and belongs to

We, 
too, may be laying the foundation for sim- 
ilar resentments between the South and 
the North, to culminate in future revolu- ' 
t ons, and possibly in the utter overthrow 
of tbe Government. 

Fourth — As this legislation must have 
proceeded on the idea that the Southern 
■Slates are not members of the Union, let 
us, in the last place, inquire whether they 
were in the Union during the rebellion, 
have been in ever since, and are so now. 
If they havfc continued to be and are so 
now, then, surely, these acts have no con- 
stitutional basis. 

The union of tbe States under the Arti- 
cles of Confederation of 1778, as well as 
under the Constitution, was "a perpetual 
Union,” and could not be dissolved by act 
of Congress or the attempted withdrawal 
of any portion of the people of a State. If 
Congress cannot dissolve the Cnion, it 
cannot exclude any State from the Union, 
for. if it may exclude one State, it may ex- 
clude any number of States, and thus ac- 
complish a result forbidden by the Consti- 
tution. The secession ordinances, so far 
a3 their legal effect was concerned, were 
mere nullities. These ordinances were 
nullities when enacted, and they acquired 
no legal or constitutional force by subse- 
quent events. The assemblages which en- 
acted these ordinances had no more legal 
or constitutional power than popular meet- 
ings. They were not only illegal but in- 
surrectionary The State constitutions, 
framed under these ordinances, were nul- 
lities also, because the Federal Constitu- 
tion expressly declares in imperative lan- 
guage that "this constitution shall be the 
supreme law of the land, anything in tbe 
constitution or laws of any State to the 
contrary notwithstanding." The secession 
ordinances being nullities, the subsequent 
State constitutions based upon them were 
nullities, because the constitutions of all 
the States are required, as we have seen, 
to be always subordinate to the Federal 
| Constitution. The subsequent so-called 
Legislatures and Governors, and all other 
: officers, civil and military, acting under 
these insurrectionary proceedings, wheth- 
er at Montgomery, Richmond, the State 
capitals or elsewhere, had no legal or con- 
stitutional authority, not only for the above 
I reasons, but also because they were all re- 
quired first to take an oath to support the 
| Constitution of tbe United States. In 
1 fact, the whole proceedings, commencing 
1 with the secession ordinances, down to 
! the last act of the drama, were part and 
parcel of a great insurrection, wholly ille- 
gal, and totally forbidden by the constitu- 
tion. But surely an unsuccessful insur- 
! rection in any State, although it might 
subject the individuals concerned to pun- 
ishment, could not force any State from 
the Union, confer any such power on Con- 
gress, or effect in any w »y the Federal re- 
Intinng of jh* State. 

Although Congress can suppress insur- 
rection, whether of a minority or majority 
of the people in any State, yet it cannot 
declare war against a State, or treat it as 
| a foreign power, or coerce or punish a 
, Bute in its corporate capacity. Such & 
; power, as shown by tbe Madison Papers, 
; recording the proceedings of the Convefl- 
| vention which framed the Federal Consti- 
1 tution, was then asked from that Conven- 
[ tion and expressly refused. The princi- 
pal reasons for this refusal were — 

First. Because (unlike the confedera- 
‘ tion of 1778) the Constitution acted only 
on individuals, and not upon States.

from the Union. Four of the States over 
whom tbi* power is attempted to be exer- 
cised are among the States which framed 
the Constitution. Others of these States 
were admitted under “unalterable" and 
“irrevocable” compacts, made “binding 
and conclusive on this government, by 
which they were forever to enjoy, as States, 
all the rights stipulated by those com- 
pacts, and to be admitted as they were 
into the Union, “on the same footing with 
the original States in all respects what- 
soever.’ Is this true, if Massachusetts 
and New York may regulate the right of 
suffrage now and in all time hereafter 
within their lftnits at their pleasure, but 
Virginia and Mississippi cannot do so? 

Is a State, even if readmitted, in which 
Congress regulates or dictates the right of 
suffrage, a*nd exercises other powers, not 
delegated by the Constitution, in truth a 
State; or is it not merely a subordinate 
province, and in fact, and in contempla- 
tion of the Constitution, not a State of 
the Uuion? Certainly it is not... as re- 
quired, a State “on the same footing with 
the original States in all respects what- 
soever."

Fiance and Prussia. 

Although the rumor of an early sale cK’ 
the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg by Hoi- : 
land to France is contradicted, still it by 
no means follows as a matter of course 
thnt the transfer is ;»o»ndoned. That the 

r m topic of the Ducky are friendly to 
rnnee and detest Bismarck and his cen- j 
tralizing ideas is certain*. The posting in 
the street* of placards hrystile to Prussia 
and favoring an alliance with France is 
conclusive evidence of the feelings of the 
masses. Luxembourg was transferred to i 
Holland in 1814, after haring been gov- 
erned in turn by the Kirjs of Spain, I 
France and Austria. The inhabitants be- 
ing principally German, the Duchy was 
attached to the Confederatisn, the city 
of Luxembourg made a Fede/itl fortress, | 
and garrisoned by the troops of Prussia. 

At the close of the recent war between 
Prussia and Austria, Bismarck refused to 
net definitely in the case of Luxembourg. 
Negotiations upon the question of em- 
bodying thi>» province with the North 
German Confederation were postponed. 

In the meantime, however, that wily states- 
man has been nrging Holland to force 
Luxembourg into the Confederation, or, 
failing in that, to dispose of the Ihichy 
to Prussia. These propositions on the 
part of Bismarck have never been wade 
public, but. the tone of the press of Hol- 
land on the subject showed that tbe at- 
tempted incorporation of Luxembonrg 
with Prussia was as distasteful to the peo- 
ple of Holland ao it was to those of the 
first named province. 

Bismarck having failed in securing the 
prize, the next step was to prevent it 
front falling into the possession of bis 
rival, Napoleon. There is no love be- 
tween France and Prussia. They are j 
jealous of each other. Their interests ! 
clash. Kaeh nation aspires to the post- j 
t toil' of leader of the Great Powers. Bis- I 
march evidently proved false to the prom- 
ises made to France before the com- : 
mencement of the late German war, and 
hence Napoleon will not trust bint. It ie 
now a game of diplomatic skill betweeo 
these statesmen. Napoleon doubtless 
urged the King of Holland to sell the 
Duchy of Luxembourg to- France, with- 
out allowing Prussia to know anything of 
the nffair until the transfer was made. 

If the sale has been arrested:, Bismarck's 
agents have succeeded in unearthing the 
transaction, and the protestations, and 
perhaps threats, of Prussia have forced 
Holland to pause, at least for the present. 

But this is not the end of the matter. 
Frnnoe has accepted the situation as an- 
nounced by Bismarck, and her policy now | 
is to strengthen herself on the bortlers of i 
Germany, and arouse the national feeling 
on the question of Prussia and- her anti- 
French assumptions. Notwithstanding 
Napoleon’s speech from the throne, the 
relations between St. Oloud and Berlin 
are not over friendly. The question of 
the restoration of the North Schleswig 
districts to Denmark is agitating the 
French people as well as the government, 
and the greatest indignation is manifested 
at the want of good faith shown by Prussia 
towards helpless Denmark in a matter in 
which she bound herself by the treaty of 
Prague Id act with justice and equity. The 
French papers declare that Bismarck is 
not to be trusted, that he has acted in an 
unfair manner since the conclusion of the 
war, and that at the present time all his 
efforts are directed to forming such an 
alliance in Central Europe ns will ena- 
ble him to wage war upon France. 
Engineer officers of the Prussian army 
are reported to be examining all the 
available posts on the French frontier, 
and diplomatic agents are working indns- 
triously in all the small courts t* under- 
mine French influence, and effect a diver- 
sion in favor of the policy and designs of 
Prussia. On the other hand, it can plain- 
ly be seen that the policy of Napoleon 
becomes more warlike every day, and the 
Marshal, now Minister of War, is a ready 
and willing echo of the sentiments of the 
war party. General Goudrecourt, the 
new Governor of the military school of 
St. Cyr, seems to be working in concert 
with the Court party. In his instructions' 
to the pupils, hs frequently urges upou 
them the necessity of learning German, 
and at the same time he does all in his 
power to fan their hatred and excite their 
national pride against Prussia. Peace 
may be preserved between the gladiators 
until the termination of the grand Expo- 
sition, but war must come. The Luxem- 
bourg affair, whether in the end a victory 
for Nupoleon or a triumph for Bismarck, 
is but the forerunner of a struggle between 
these two powers which may light up all 
Europe with the flames of war. 

Makzaki. — M anzani, the Williamsburg 
outlaw, who was shot dead by a policeman, 
proves to have been a remarkable crimi- 
nal. His life was that of a smuggler, 
swindler, bandit and assassin. A few 
years after having drowned his wife and 
child he made Williamsburg the base of 
bis operations. His deeds perplexed the 
police, terrified the people of that place, 
and enlivened the newgpapers. The poliee 
wore out their wits in vain. Manzani 
Always went alone. He had no confidants. 
Four policemen were shot within a year, 
and it is believed Manzani did it all. In 
the daytime he forestalled all suspicion by 
cxbibiting a badge proclaiming him an 
“United States Detective, Wash- 
ington, D. C." This undisputed passport 
gave him the right to appear^at whatso- 
ever hour he chose, and to adopt the 
habits of the game of which he professed 
to be a hunter. He used tobacco spar- 
ingly and drank nothing stronger than 
ale or a soda-cocktail. He was always de- 
ploring the robberies and murders, and 
suggesting devices whereby the thieves 
a’nd murderers might be caught. He cul- 
tivated the friendship of policemen, who 
liked him as a pleasant, peaceable, well 
intentioned fellow. Manzani finally met 
his death while on his way home from a 
depredation. He encountered an officer 
who ordered him to halt, but the robber 
responded by firing a pistol at him. The 
ball missed its mark, and the policeman 
pursuing brought the ruffian to the ground, 
and in five minutes the turbulent spirit 
was still and the reign of terror in Wil- 
liamsburg was at an end . — Boston Past. 

Can't be Imported. — T he following ar- j 
tides can only be imported in quantities 
as specified below: 

Defined lump and loaf sugar in vessels 
under 120 tons, aud packages con- 
taining less than 600 pounds. 

Brandy in casks o£ less than fifteen gal- 
lons, or packages containing not less than 
one dozen each. 

Spirituous liquors, except arrack and 
sweet cordials, in casks less than 00 gal- 
lons, or packages less than one dozen bot- 
tles each. 

Beer, ale and porter, in less casks than 
40 gallons, or packages containing less 
than six dozen bottles. 

P Tex Thousand Dollars Stolen from 
the Arams Express Company. — A very 
mysterious robbery took place on Satur- 
day last on board of one of the Browns- 
ville packets. A package containing ten 
thousand dollars, which was locked in an 
iron safe and in charge of one of the 
Adams Express Company's messengers, 
was adroitly abstracted from the safe at 
some point between this city and Browns- 
ville. No clue whatever has been received 
in regard to the thief . — Pittsburg Re- 
public.

At a meeting of the Justices compos- 
ing the Garrard County Court, at the 
Court-house in this place to-day, the pe- 
tition of one thousand and five of the 
voters of Garrard county was presented 
to the Court, asking the subscription- of 
$250,000 to the branch of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad ruuning from 
Stanford via Lancaster to Richmond — 
the vote on the proposition was unani- 
mous, every Justice in the county being 
present. They also voted $100,000 to the 
Kentucky River Navigation Company, to 
aid in locking and damming said river. 

The cheering news that Louisville had 
voted an appropriation of $100,000 to the 
road was reoeived by our people with un- 
bounded satisfaction ! Aud now that old 
Garrard has done her duty, it only re- 
mains for the people of Madison and Lin- 
coln to respond in a spirit of similar lib- 
erality to accomplish the work. It is to 
be hoped that they will feel encouraged 
to give a favorable response in view of the 
many advantages they will undoubtedly 
eujoy by the completion of this enter- 
prise.

The New OrleansJ’icayune of the 28th 
says: “We have been eating ripe plums, 
taken from trees in the open air in our 
gardens, for over two months, and are 
just gathering from the trees the last of 
out oranges of the old crop, aud are just 
passing out of bloom for another. As for 
green peas, cucumbers, tomatoes, cauli- 
flowers, Ac., they have been on hand so 
long that they have almost passed out of 
fashion." 

Henry Cox, who owns the land on both 
sides of Butler’s celfibrated ditch, the 
Dutch Gap Canal, has filled it up by mak- 
ing a road at the upper end, in order to 
make the island accessible. The Rich- 
mond authorities at one time proposed to 
improve the canal for navigation, but 
they took no action, and as the island was 
remarkably fertile the owner was unwill- 
ing to lose tbe use of it. 

As an evidence of the immense emigra- 
tion settling into Missouri, there were en- 
tered in the land office at Springfield, on 
the first, second, and fourth days of this 
month 43,360 acres of land, 32,650 acres 
being entered under the homestead act, 
the remainder with agricultural college 
scrip and land warrants. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has de- 
cided that compulsory assessments for 
grading, paving, flagging, sewerage, Ac., 
imposed by municipal corporations, and 
actually paid by the tax payer within the 
year for which income tax is payable, may 
be deducted from income. 

— Tbe loss of life by the earthquake in 
ihe island of Mystelene, on the 6th of 
March, was fearful. Abont a thousand 
persons were buried under the ruins of 
the chief town, and some hundreds in 
Moline,while almost every village has its 
list of similiucftlamittRg.

Decision — Gold not 
Money a ft Merchandise. — I n the Su- 
preme Court of New York, Mr. Justice 
Sutherland has decided an important 
question between currency and gold. The 
issue turned on an agreement made to 
pay a certain sum at a time when gold 
was the rating currency. The sum was 
tendered, but in legal tenders; hence the 
litigation. Mr. Justice Sutherland holds 
that an agreement to pay in gold cannot 
be legally enforced, though, treating gold 
as a commodity, a contract for its pur- 
chase or sale is perfectly safe and proper.
